The application has been amended as follows: 
Delete claim 9 and insert new claim 9 as follows: 

A hard surface cleaning and disinfecting composition according to claim 1 , 
wherein the composition contains (d) one or more organic solvents selected from the 
group consisting of alcohols, ethers, glycol ethers, lower esters of monoalkylethers of 
ethylene glycol or propylene glycol, and mixtures thereof. 

Delete claim 10 and insert new claim 10 as follows: 

A hard surface cleaning and disinfecting composition according to claim 1, 
wherein the composition contains (c) one or more detersive surfactants selected from 
the group consisting of carboxylate, nonionic, cationic and amphoteric surfactants. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a hard surface cleaning and disinfecting composition which comprises: 

(a) at least one cationic surfactant having gennicidal properties; 

(b) a tristyrylphenolethoxylate compound; 

(c) optionally, one or more detersive surfactants; 
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(d) optionally, one or more organic solvents; 

(e) water. 

The closest prior art of Hagarty, US 5,792,465 teaches insecticide compositions 
containing a tristyrylphenol ethoxylate and a phenol sanitizer (col. 4, lines 55-66). 
Though quaternary ammonium salts are suitable sanitizers of the invention, persons of 
ordinary skill in the art would not look to an insecticide composition to formulate a hard 
surface cleaner with a reasonable expectation of success. Accordingly, the present 
claims are allowable.
